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Legislators turn to flood relief bill 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo (AP) - With the 
$138.82 million state building bill finally 
through the Missouri Legislature, the 
state’s lawmakers turned their attention to 
a $15.5 million flood relief bill. 


Back in special session Monday night, the 
House and Senate gave their final okay to 
the huge prison compromise and state 
building program by overwhelming votes. 
The bill will now go to Gov. Joseph 
Teasdale for his signature. 
At the same time, the bill to provide 
money to help the flood-ravaged Kansas 
City area and surrounding counties was 
introduced in the House and quickly taken 
up by the House Appropriations Committee 
at an informal hearing Monday night. 
The committee had scheduled formal 
hearings on the flood aid bill for today. 
Teasdale asked the legislature to take up 
the flood aid bill during the current special 
session, which was called to take action on a 
compromise for new construction and 


renovation of the state’s correctional 
system. 
The governor recommended a bill with 
$15 million in federal funds to help local 
governments in Jackson, Lafeyette, Ray, 
Clay and Platte counties begin repairing the 
flood damage to their schools, sewer 
systems and roads. 


At the hearing Monday night, Leon 
Brownfield, the Kansas City Council’s 
Jefferson City lobbyist, asked the panel to 
double the amount of flood aid called for in 
the bill by lending the city $15 million for a 
floodcontrol project. 


Brownfield said the loan would qualify the 
city for $221 million in federal aid for a ma­ 
jor U.S. Army Corps of Engineers project in 
the Big Blue River area. 
"We are not asking this as a gift from the 
state,” Brownfield said. "We can’t afford 
the $15 million now but we can give you back 
$1 million a year so we won’t have a disaster 
like this again.’’ 


Teasdale said initial estimates of damage 
to local government property from the flood 
waters placed the total losses at $18 million. 
About $3 million already was available from 
existing appropriations, Teasdale said. 
Another $500,000 is included in the bill to 
help families who lost property in the flood 
that swept though Kansas city and the other 
nearby areas last week, killing 25, leaving 
hundreds homeless and causing millions of 
dollars in property damage. 
Of the $500,000 to be allocated for the 
family grant programs, only $125,000 would 
come from state funds, with the remaining 
$375,000 to come from federal money. 
With final approval of the massive capital 
improvments bill, the legislature had re­ 
moved the main obstacle to bringing the 
spcial session to a close, since the flood aid 
bill is expected to win easy approval. 
The lawmakers had argued for months 
over the building bill. 
Stalemate over new prison construction 
had forced the regular session to adjourn

NEW MADRID - The City Council 
Monday night gave approval for the paving 
of the remaining gravel streets in the city, 
east of Highway 61, agreed to the purchase 
of a new police car, approved a tax rate 
ordinance and discussed sewer extension to 
the Billy Goat Hill section of town.

Official passage of the ordinance setting 
the 1977 tax rate at $1.85 per $100 assessed 
valuation, as agreed to at the previous 
board meeting, was made.

Councilman Robert Delezene 
compared the 1977 assessed valuation with 
the 1976 valuation. 
The assessed valuation figures, Delezene 
said, were taken from the records of the 
Scott County assessor’s office and at the 
time they were taken the railroad and 


utility figures for 1977 were not completed.

According to the figures presented by 
Delezene, the assessed valuation for 1977 
increased by $449,480, making a total

Although the House, after little floor 
discussion, voted 129-20 Monday to pass the 
$138 million version worked out by a 10- 
member legislative negotiating committee, 
the bill ran into some lengthy discussion in 
the Senate. 
The senaotrs haggled over specific points 
in the bill for about two hours, with sevral 
senators raising questions over the con­ 
ference committee’s final agreement on 
how much to spend on a new state office 
building complex in mid-town St. Louis. 
The Senate had wantd to appropriate $14 
million for a twobuilding facility, but the 
House wanted only $7 million for a single 


building. The impasse had been the chief 
stumbling block to the bill’s final passage in 
recent weeks. 


Finally, last wweek the Senate conferees 
agreed to take the House figure, but only 
with certain language included in the bill for 
what they regarded as a future com­ 
mitment to go ahead with the $14 million 
facility. 


The Senate finally accepted the com­ 
mittee’s recommendations Monday by a 
comfortable 31-0 vote, but not before having 
to defeat a move to send the bill back to the 
conference committee for further consider­ 
ation of the St. Louis facility. 
Sen. A. Clifford Jones, RLadue, suggested 
the Senate reject the committee’s com­ 
promise, calling the $7 million St. Louis 
facility a "half building." 
“If you’re going to build a building—build 
it,” Jones said.

Manford, who was the chief Senate 
negotiator on the bill, and Merrell, who was 
the key figure in the July compromise, said 
voting for Jones’ motion would mean fur­ 
ther delay and probably the eventual death 
of the building bill. 


"It would be ridiculous to send it back to 
conference," Merrell said. 
Sen. Paul Bradshaw, RSpringfield, also 
said Jones' motion if approved would mean 
the end of the building bill. 


“If you vote for full funding (for the St. 
Louis complex) you—for all practical 
purposes are voting for no funding at all,” 
Bradshaw said. 
By a 29-3 vote the senators turned down 
Jones' motion, clearing the way for the 
eventual passage of the much-debated 
measure.

WASHINGTON — If Congresamen were 
bound to vote according to the mail they 
receive, the recently signed Panama Canal 
treaty would take its place in history 
alongside the ill-fated League of Nations 
and the Versailles Treaty of 1919. 
But President Carter does not face major 
opposition yet among the Missouri 
Congressional delegation on his first major 
foreign policy showdown with Capitol Hill.

The treaty’s first obstacle is ratification 
by two-thirds of the Senate, where Sen. John 
Danforth, R-Mo., is among the agreement’s 
early supporters. Sen. Thomas Eagle ton, as 
yet, has taken no position on the treaty. 
If the treaty is ratified, the House can 
expect to be involved in authorizing various 
payments and transfers of American 
property to the Panamanian government. 
Although four Missouri representatives 
oppose the treaty and one is leaning against 
it, Rep. William Clay (D-lst District) favors 
the agreement, ami four others have no 
position yet. 
The mail dumped daily in Congressional 
offices has been owwhekningly negative on

the treaty. Several offices said they had not 
received a single letter favoring the canal 
pact. 
The deluge was expected. "This is 
usually

treaty or the strategic importance-or lack 
of importance-of the canal.”

“If we are 
maintaining our right to use the canal and 
our right to defend the canal, what are we 
giving up?” he said. 


Danforth said much of his approach to the 
treaty was colored by the need to maintain 
the President's position in forming foreign 
policy. "If the U.S. is going to have a strong 
foreign policy, then we must speak through 
the presidency. We cannot draft foreign 
policy through committee.” 
But the senator stopped short of applying 
that attitude across-the-board. "The 
Senate, of course, has a duty to look closely 
at the terms of the treaties. For example, 
the new Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
is one that I would like to get into.” 
Danforth said reaction has been much 
more favorable among those who had read 
the terms of the Panama Canal agreement. 


During his visit to 27 communities during 
the August Congressional recess, "there 
were few places where the crowd concluded 
that the treaty was bad for the country after 
about a 60-second explanation of the ter­ 
ms," he said. “Most concluded there were 
two sides to the issue. ”

Finally, last wweek the Senate conferees 
agreed to take the House figure, but only 
with certain language included in the bill for 
what they regarded as a future com­ 
mitment to go ahead with the $14 million 
facility. 


The Senate finally accepted the com­ 
mittee’s recommendations Monday by a 
comfortable 31-0 vote, but not before having 
to defeat a move to send the bill back to the 
conference committee for further consider­ 
ation of the St Louis facility 
Sen A Clifford Jones.

CONGRESS CAN CURE THE 
NATURAL GAS SHORTAGE 
There was one thing we learned cm a recent trip across 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas about the natural gas 
shortage, despite the dire predictions of the Federal 
Power Commission and the CSrter Administration. 
Congress can cure the natural gas shortage. There is 
only 
eooH solution of course, the deregulation of new 
natural gas so the producers in such states, who receive 
approximately $2 for every thousand cubic feet of gas 
they sell intrastate, will also have the incentive to 
channel their gas through the interstate pipeline system. 
They don’t have that incentive now because the gover­ 
nment forces them to sell it to the pipelines at a far 
cheaper price. 
As Texas producer Antonio Sanchez, jr., put it so 
straight during the midst of the gas crisis earlier this 
year: “What amazes me is why people in the East cannot 
understand the simple economics of it. Why should I sell 
my gas out of state for $1.42 when Texas buyers are 
waiting in line to pay $2 for it? For $1.42,1 would not even 
go out and drill the holes. It’s simply not commercial. 
We’d divert our funds somewhere else. 
But there’s no reason for the East to run dry or for Mr. 
Sanchez to divert his funds elsewhere if the Congress-in 
defiance of President Carter and his Anti-Energy Czar, 
James Schlesinger-summons the will to rally behind 
Rep. Robert Krueger’s (D.-Tex.) measure to deregulate 
new natural gas. Despite the intensive effort by the 
President to renege on his own campaign pledge on 
behalf of deregulation, the Krueger measure has a solid 
chance of passing the House. 
It lost by four votes a year ago. Recently it emerged 
unscathed from an energy and power subcommittee of 
the Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee. And 
now it will probably be taken up by the full panel whore it 
is likely to be squeaky close. If it is endorsed by the 
Commerce Committee, Krueger and his decontrol 
supporters, such as Rep. Clarence Browns (R.-Ohio), 
who has done an effective job in pushing the decontrol 
issue, will have the Administration on the run. Even if it 
loses in the full Commerce Committee, there is a chance 
it could still win on the House floor. 
Administration forces are desperately worried about 
the passage of a decontrol plan for a simple reason. They 
know that the adoption of the Krueger bill will torpedo 
the White House’s entire approach to the energy issue: 
the forced reduction of energy usage through con­ 
servation methods and heavy, punitive taxes. 
The Krueger proposal, on the other hand, recognized 
that this nation can be awash in natural gas so long as the 
producers can get the free market price. While the 
Carter Administration has been crying that the U.S. will 
shortly run out of fossil fuels, these lamentations could be 
taken seriiously if the Carter people hadn’t tried to 
supress a study by the Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration. That study shows that U.S. 
producers could develop enough natural gas from both 
conventional and unconventioinal sources to supply this 
country for the next 1,000 years. The only thing necessary 
to accomplish this goal: a rise in the price of natural gas 
to about $2.25 per thousand cubic feet. 
So if Congress wants to help the taxpayer, end the 
government-induced gas shortage and deal a blow to the 
wrongheaded Carter-Schlesinger energy program, 
it 
should support the Krueger proposal.

The decision not to prosecute 
the CIA agents was based in 
large part on the conclusion that 


the mail-opening might have 
had presidential approval. The 
Justice Department believed it 
would be unable to prosecute 
successfully because it would be 
unable to prove there had been 
no presidential go-ahead. 


There is no contention that the 
FBI burglaries and wire taps 
had presidential approval. The 
FBI agents who used these 
tactics against members of 
radical groups did so because

The argument of the agents, in 
short, is that the end justifies the 
means. That is an untenable 
position for any law en­ 
forcement official to take.

MEHIY-GO-ROUND 


Old Age Is Breaking Up 
That Red Gang of Theirs

WASHINGTON - Age is 
slowly, inexorably over­ 
taking the old revolution­ 
aries who rule the Soviet 
Union. In a few years, they 
will be completely re­ 
placed in the Kremlin by a 
new set of leaders. 
This is giving U.S. stra­ 
tegists the flutters as they 
try to anticipate whom the 
new leaders will be and 
how their views will affect 
world affairs. No one has 
enough solid information 
to 
judge 
whether 
the 
moderates or hardheads 
will come to power. 
The real political power 
in the Soviet Union is con­ 
centrated in the Politburo, 
the policymaking arm of 
the 
Communist 
party. 
There are 14 full members, 
but only six really count: 
Leonid Brezhnev, Yuriy 
Andropov, 
Andrei 
Gro­ 
myko, Andrei Kirilenko, 
Aleksei Kosygin and Mi­ 
khail Suslov. 
The average age of the 
full Politburo is 66Vi; but 
the average age of the Big 
Six is 70. According to our 
sources, none of the Krem­ 
lin patriarchs are threat­ 
ened 
with "identifiable, 
life-threatening 
condi­ 
tions." But several are 
showing signs of advanc­ 
ing age. They tire easily, 
and a slight case of the flu 
can keep them in bed for 
weeks. 
Leonid Brezhnev, the 
Grand Sachem of the Com­ 
munist party, is plagued 
with circulatory problems 
and may even have suf­ 


fered a stroke. He occa­ 
sionally slurs his words 
and has difficulty walking. 
He is a bad air traveler and 
doesn’t adjust easily to jet 
lag. 
In the old days, he used 
to smoke and guzzle vodka 
heavily, but he has now 
sworn off cigarettes and 
cut back on his alcohol 
intake. He also has a pain­ 
ful dental problem, which 
may be the result of his 
former 
smoking 
habit. 
More likely, it stems from 
a distortion of the jaw 
which has bothered him 
since he was a young man. 
Brezhnev, who will be 71 
in December, has had a 
strenuous year. But last 
June, he showed signs of 
severe fatigue and diso­ 
rientation during a three- 
day visit in France. He 
was, say American observ­ 
ers, "very, very tired." But 
he returned to Moscow, 
disappeared for a two- 
week rest, and emerged 
with renewed energy. 
Aleksei Kosygin, now 73 
years old, is a sturdy Slav 
with few health problems. 
For years, U.S. analysts 
studied every new picture 
of him in an effort to 
determine whether a dime­ 
sized mole on his left cheek 
showed signs of skin can­ 
cer. Apparently tired of the 
rumors that he was af­ 
flicted with the disease, he 
disappeared 
for 
nearly 
three months last fall and 
reappeared with the mole 
removed. 
During 
Kosygin’s 


absence, the diplomatic 
gossip mill carried the tale 
that he had suffered a 
heart attack. American 
officials, however, give the 
story little credence. They 
note that he still goes on 
lengthy fishing expeditions 
and arduous hikes with 
President Urho Kekkonen 
of Finland. 
Since 1963, it has been 
rumored 
that 
Mikhail 
Suslov, the party’s ideolog­ 
ical high priest, has tuber­ 
culosis. For a man who will 
be 75 in November, he 
appears to be holding up 
under the burden pretty 
well. Suslov, nevertheless, 
is succumbing to advanc­ 
ing years and is visibly 
slowing down. He is the 
last of the romantic revolu­ 
tionaries, say our sources; 
when he goes, there will be 
no one around "who can 
interpret the faith like he 
can." 
Andrei Kirilenko is the 
Politburo’s chief of indus­ 
try. If something should 
happen to Brezhnev, Kiri­ 
lenko is the man most 
likely to step into the big 
shoes. But Kirilenko, al­ 
ready 71, would probably 
hold the job for only a short 
period. He is considered a 
hard worker and suffers no 
known health problems. 
Also in good health is 
Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, 68. He was out of 
sight for a period during 
this past winter, and ru­ 
mors circulated that he 
had been stricken with a 
heart attack. Just as the 
gossip reached its peak, he 
reappeared. It is now be­ 
lieved he was merely down 
with the flu. 
The remaining member 
of the Big Six, secret police 
chief Yuriy Andropov, 63, 
also was rumored to have a 
heart condition. But he, 
too, was apparently sick 
with the flu. 
Of the remaining minor 
members of the Politburo, 
only 
76-year-old 
Arvid 
Pelshe is thought to be 
knocking at death’s door. 


U.S. analysts thought him 
nearly gone in 1971, when 
his 
official 
photograph 
depicted him as positively 
cadaverous. 
But 
he 
bounced back, appearing 
in a subsequent photo 
cheerfully attired in a pink 
shirt and Glen Plaid jacket

warhorses. 
Labor Scandal 
For 
years, many companies 
have 
blatantly 
ignored 
court 
orders 
to 
stop 
harassing workers who are 
trying to join a union. The 
most notorious offender is 
J.P. Stevens Co., the giant 
textile 
conglomerate 
which has conducted ille­ 
gal activities against union 
organizers. Such firms find 
it is cheaper to pay court 
fines than general wage 
increases to their employ­ 
ees. 
We have had access to 
the confidential files of the 
Senate Labor subcommit­ 
tee, which has been inves­ 
tigating unfair labor prac­ 
tices. The Hickman Gar­ 
ment Co. of Hickman, Ky., 
for example, was quite 
adept at suppressing its 
workers’ rights. The firm 
tried to discourage its em­ 
ployees from forming a 
union with such tactics as 
threats, coerced interroga­ 
tions and illegal firings. 
The Fetzer Broadcasting 
Co. of Cadillac, Mich., also 
discriminated against un­ 
ion organizers, demoting 
one woman reporter to a 
secretary’s job. The firm’s 
vice president, Gene Eller- 
man, has boasted that un­ 
fair labor practices "delay 
negotiations 
and 
that's 
okay as long as they keep 
the union out." He told us 
the matter has been set­ 
tled. 
Sen. Harrison Williams, 
D-N.J., is pushing a bill 
that would put new teeth 
into the National Labor 
Relations Board.

NO COMMON 
SITUS PICKETING 
In a dramatic shift from two 
years ago, the House of 
Representatives voted down the 
common situs picketing bill, one 
of labor’s top priority items, and 
one which President Carter had 
said he would sign. 


If passed, this bill would have 
permitted members of any 
construction union, no matter 
how small, to picket an entire 
construction site, even if the 
dispute were with a single 
subcontractor. This would force 
a stroke on a far greater numb«* 
of workers who may have had no 
dispute whatever with their 
employer. The Supreme Court 
had declared this action to be a 
secondary boycott, and illegal. 


It was an unfair piece of 
legislation 
and one which 
would have forced already high 
building costs even higher. In 
addition to giving every con­ 
struction union a 
powerful 
weapon to enforce its demands, 
union officials indicated, a 
significant longer range effect of 
the legislation would have been 
to increase the share of con­ 
struction work performed by 
union members. It would have 
made it far easier to picket 
construction sites where non­ 
union labor was being used, 
forcing contractors to hire only 
union members. 


Wages in the construction 
industry have risen far faster 
than in most other industries, so 
that pay of $100 a day is common 
among craft unions. In an effort 
to hold down soaring con­ 
struction costs, there has been a 


sharp trend toward use of non­ 
union workers over the past 
decade. According to some 
estimates, as much as 80 per 
cent of all building activity is 
now non-union. It is no wonder 
that construction union officials 
were anxious for Congress to 
pass some laws that would halt 
the trend. Had Congress com­ 
plied in this instance, there is no 
question that the next move 
would be against the right-to- 
work laws that apply in nearly 
20 states. 
Congress, however, balked. 


Popular reaction in this 
country is predictable when we 
hear tales of Soviet citizens 
being denied jobs because they 
do not belong to certain 
organizations, or because they 
are known as individualists or 
dissidents. We are shocked by 
such blatant violations of human 
rights. And yet how vigorous is 
our 
indignation 
when 
an 
American citizen is denied a job 
because he can’t or won’t agree 
to 
belong 
to 
a 
certain 
organization - the union - over 
here? 


Summary: In a surprising 
bust of common sense, Congress 
reversed its earlier position and

CONGRESS CAN CURE THE 
NATURAL GAS SHORTAGE 
There was one thing we learned on a recent trip across 
Kansas. Oklahoma and Texas about the natural gas 
shortage, despite the dire predictions of the Federal 
Power Commission and the Carter Administration. 
Congress can cure the natural gas shortage. There is 
onlv o -' i»ooH cniMtin" of course, the deregulation of new 
natural gas so tne producers in such states, who receive 
approximately $2 for every thousand cubic feet of gas 
they sell intrastate, will also have the incentive to 
channel their gas through the interstate pipeline system. 
They don’t have that incentive now because the gover­ 
nment forces them to sell it to the pipelines at a far 
cheaper price. 
As Texas producer Antonio Sanchez, jr., put it so 
straight during the midst of the gas crisis earlier this 
year: “What amazes me is w hy people in the East cannot 
understand the simple economics of it. Why should I sell 
my gas out of state for $1 42 when Texas buyers are 
waiting in line to pay $2 for it? For $1.42.1 would not even 
go out and drill the holes It’s simply not commercial. 
We’d divert our funds somewhere else.” 
But there’s no reason for the East to run dry or for Mr. 
Sanchez to divert his funds elsewhere if the Congress-in 
defiance of President Carter and his Anti-Energy Czar, 
James Schlesinger-summons the will to rally behind 
Rep Robert Krueger’s <D -Tex.) measure to deregulate 
new natural gas. Despite the intensive effort by the 
President to renege on his own campaign pledge on 
behalf of deregulation, the Krueger measure has a solid 
chance of passing the House 
It lost by four votes a year ago Recently it emerged 
unscathed from an energy and power subcommittee of 
the Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee. And 
now it will probably be taken up by the full panel where it 
is likely to be squeaky close If it is endorsed by the 
Commerce Committee. Krueger and his decontrol 
supporters, such as Rep. Clarence Browns (R.-Ohio), 
who has done an effective job in pushing the decontrol 
issue, will have the Administration on the run. Even if it 
loses in the full Commerce Committee, there is a chance 
it could still win on the House floor. 
Administration forces are desperately worried about 
the passage of a decontrol plan for a simple reason They 
know that the adoption of the Krueger bill will torpedo 
the White House’s entire approach to the energy issue: 
the forced reduction of energy usage through con­ 
servation methods and heavy, punitive taxes 
The Krueger proposal, on the other hand, recognized 
that this nation can be awash in natural gas so long as the 
producers can get the free market price. While the 
Carter Administration has been crying that the U.S. will 
shortly run out of fossil fuels, these lamentations could be 
taken seriiously if the Carter people hadn’t tried to 
supress a study by the Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration 
That study shows that U.S. 
producers could develop enough natural gas from both 
conventional and unconventioinal sources to supply this 
country for the next 1,000 years The only thing necessary 
to accomplish this goal a rise in the price of natural gas 
to about $2 25 per thousand cubic feet 
So if Congress wants to help the taxpayer, end the 
government-induced gas shortage and deal a blow to the 
wrongheaded Carter Schlesinger energy program, 
it 
should support the Krueger proposal

Gallery helps 
artist make 
names known 


CHICAGO (AP) — Unknown 
artists have a problem becom­ 
ing known because most art 
galleries will not handle their 
work 
until 
they 
have 
established reputations. 
In the meantime, there are 
few places where they can ex­ 
hibit to establish their reputa­ 
tions. The art rental and sales 
gallery of the Art Institute of 
Chicago is helping to fill that 
gap. 
Since 1954, it has exhibited 
the work of 800 to 900 artists 
living in a 100-mile radius of 
the city. 
In the process, it not only has 
helped establish the reputation 
of artists who have become 
well known, but also has helped 
provide them with an income, 
and has made available to the 
public original works of art at 
prices lower than those charged 
by commercial galleries. 
Marta Pappert, gallery ad­ 
ministrator, pointed out in an 
interview that “‘Generally you 
have to make a name for your­ 
self before you can get into one 
of the Michigan Avenue gal­ 
leries.” 
Just now, the rental and sales 
gallery is helping 622 artists 
make a name. In its first year 
the gallery, operated by the Art 
Institute’s 
women’s 
board, 
showed the work of 25 artists. 
Mrs. Pappert said the rental 
and sales gallery is one of the 
oldest 
in 
the 
country 
and 
“probably is the largest.” 
Its gross from rental and 
sales of pictures amounts to 
$100,000 a year. Since it was 
founded, it has made a profit of 
$80,000, which has been donated 
to the Art Institute. 
In the 1976-77 year, the gal­ 
lery rented 1,100 works — pic­ 
tures and sculptures — and 
sold 318. Rental prices range 
from $10 to $75 for two months, 
and the rental may be renewed 
for an additional two months. 
If the renter then decides to 
buy the work, the rental fee 
may be applied to the purchase 
price, which ranges from $35 to 
$2,000 for framed pictures and 
sculptures. Unframed graphics 
inav be purchased for $20 to 
$50. 
Mrs. Pappert said purchasers 
come from a number of mid- 
western states, and about 35 
Chicago area corporations rent 
and buy pictures and sculptures 
— 5 to 50 at a time — from the 
gallery. 
Many allow their employes 
and customers to buy the pic­ 
tures with the reduction of the 
rental fee, Mrs. Pappert said. 
The picture rental program, 
she said, helps corporations 
“keep their offices always look­ 
ing fresh and new.” 
Quite a few individuals return 
to rent, she said, but they are 
more likely to buy.

$20 million settlement

M arta Pappert, gallery ad­ 
m inistrator, pointed out in an 
interview that “Generally you 
have to m ake a nam e for your­ 
self before you can get into one 
of the Michigan Avenue gal­ 
leries.” 
Just now, the rental and sales 
gallery is helping 622 artists 
make a nam e. In its first year 
the gallery, operated by the Art 
Institute’s 
women’s

showed the work of 25 artists. 
Mrs. Pappert said the rental 
and sales gallery is one of the 
oldest 
in 
the 
country 
and 
“ probably is the largest." 
Its gross from rental and 
sales of pictures amounts to 
$100,000 a year. Since it was 
founded, it has m ade a profit of 
$80,000, which has been donated 
to the Art Institute. 
In the 1976-77 year, the gal­ 
lery rented 1,100 works — pic­ 
tures and sculptures — and 
sold 318. Rental prices range 
from $10 to $75 for two months, 
and the rental may be renewed 
for an additional two months 
If the renter then decides to 
buy the work, the rental fee 
may be applied to the purchase 
price, which ranges from $35 to 
$2,000 for fram ed pictures and 
sculptures. U nfram ed graphics 
mav be purchased for $20 to 
$50 
Mrs. Pappert said purchasers 
come from a num ber of mid- 
western states, and about 35 
Chicago area corporations rent 
and buy pictures and sculptures 
— 5 to 50 at a tim e — from the 
gallery 
Many allow their employes 
and custom ers to buy the pic­ 
tures with the reduction of the 
rental fee, Mrs. Pappert said 
The picture rental program , 
she said, helps corporations 
“ keep their offices always look­ 
ing fresh and new ." 
Quite a few individuals return 
to rent, she said, but they are 
more likely to buy.

JEFFERSO N CITY - Most 
wedding vows still include the 
pledge: 
“ Until death do us 
part,” but divorce, not death, is 
more likely to break up the 
marriages 
of young people 
today, 
says 
Garland 
Land, 
director of the Missouri Center 
for Health Statistics. 
Based on present divorce 
rates, one out of every six first­ 
time marriages in 1976 will end 
with a divorce within five years 
and nearly 30 percent of those 
married for the first time last 
year will be divorced within 10 
years. The proportion of first 
marriages which do not survive 
10 years because of divorces has' 
increased 50 percent since 1966. 
Land 
said 
the 
increasing 
divorce rates, plus a growing 
tendency 
to 
delay 
first 
m arriages, are “ reshaping 
Missouri family life.” He said 
divorces disrupt over 25,000 
families each year and together 
with illegitimate births place 
over 35,000 Missouri children in 


one-parent families, at least 
te m p o r a r ily . 
D e la y e d 
marriages, increased abortions 
and a general desire among 
m arried couples for fewer 
children are also helping create 
a new pattern for fam ily 
structure and function. 
“ The institution of marriage is 
faring 
poorly 
with 
young 
M issourians,’’ 
Land 
says. 
“ More are remaining single or 
are postponing marriage and 
those who do marry early are 
divorcing sooner and at higher 
rates.” 
In the last six years, the 
number of first marriages has 
dropped over 20 percent in the 
state. Land said the decrease in 
first marriages is twice as great 
among women under 25 as with 
women 25 or older 
Marriages peaked at 53,372 
during 
1972 
when 
Missouri 
reported 11.2 marriages for each 
1000 population. By 1976, this 
rate had dropped to 10.7 and 
total marriages to 51,070. 


Land 
said the m arriage 
decline since 1972 is hard to 
explain because the Missouri 
population presently includes 
the largest number of persons 
eligible for marriage in history, 
but more young people are 
reluctant to marry for the first 
time. 
In contrast to the slowdown in 
first marriages, the number of 
second or more marriages is 
increasing as more divorced or 
widowed Missourians remarry. 
Last 
year 
remarriages 
ac­ 
counted for over one-third of all 
marriages compared to one- 
fourth in 1970. Land says the 
increase 
in 
remarriages 
is 
feeding the rise in the divorce 
rate, noting that nearly one- 
third of all marriages compared 
to one-fourth in 1970. Land says 
the increase in remarriages is 
feeding the rise in the divorce 
within five years and that such 
marriages have only a little 
better than a fifty-fifty chance of 
surviving 10 years. 


The tendency to remain single 
or delay first marriages is more 
apparent among young women 
than men, Land said. Since 1970 
the number of single women 20 
to 24 years old has increased by 
one-third and the number of 
unmarried women between 25 
and 34 is 40 percent higher.

women,” Land said. “ Unlike 
their grandmothers, who had 
few choices but to marry as soon 
as possible and start raising a 
family, young women in the 
I970’s have several alternatives 
to early marriage and child 
rearing.

New cure for cat odors 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — My cat wet on my rug and I cannot 
get rid of the odor even though I have used a disinfectant 
in water and pine scented ammonia. After anything 
dries the odor is still there. —PAULINE 


DEAR PAULINE - Perhaps Mrs. E .P .’s letter will 


be of help to you. 


DEAR POLLY — I use the sam e method getting rid of cat 
odors that my mother used many years ago. I put a small rag 
in a frying pan and set it on fire. This is not dangerous if used 
carefully and it removed the odor completely. Keep a lid for 
the pan in your other hand so as to smother the fire if 
necessary. I do not think sprays for the air will remove cat 
odors. —MRS. E.P. (Polly’s note: Do not set the pan on your 
carpet but hold it in your hand near the places that have the 
odor and follow directions for holding the lid so as to have it 
ready if needed.) 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with recipes that say 
eight tablespoons of butter or whatever instead of one-half 
cup, and three teaspoons instead of one tablespoon, which is 
the sam e. That is making us do it the hard way —LOIS. 
DEAR POLLY — To keep your pictures hanging straight, 
wrap masking tape, wrong side out, around the middle of a

(AP) — A recommendation for 
an increase of about $70 million 
in aid to Missouri’s school dis­ 
tricts is expected to be consid­ 
ered latsr this week at a meet­ 
ing of the State Board of Ele­ 
mentary and Secondary Educa­ 
tion. 
Computations have not been 
completed, but the final recom­ 
mendation for the 1978-79 school 
years “should be around $799 
million,” John Moore Jr., as­ 
sistant commissioner for busi­ 
ness in the state agency said. 


This compares with about 
$990 million actually allocated 


for the district through legisla­ 
tive appropriations and state- 
administered federal programs 
for the 1977-78 school year. 
About 80 per cent of the total 
for the current year is provided 
by the state, with the rest com­ 
ing from federal funds. 
The 
new 
recommendation 
will be subject to legislative ac­ 
tion in the next session. 
Moore said the major factor 
in the increase would be about 
$50 million in additional state 
aid under the revamped basic 
aid formula. 
The new formula was passed 
by the 1977 legislature with the 
aim of pumping about $200 mil- 


lion in additional aid into the 
public 
schools 
within 
four 
years. 
The first effect is being felt 
in the current school year. Bas­ 
ic public school aid jumped 
from $428 million to $480 mil­ 
lion under the new formula. 
The new state aid formula 
also will provide for an in­ 
crease of $12 million to $13 mil­ 
lion in state reimbursement to 
local school districts for trans­ 
portation costs, Moore said.

Suspects pleads not
